A.  REISSUANCE  AND  PURPOSE  ^ 

■  -  -  ■— . 

This  Instruction  reissues  reference  (a)  and  revises  the  system  of  recording 
and  reporting  selected  data  as  required  by  the  Office  of  the  Assistant  Secretary 
of  Defease  (Health  Affairs)  (OASD(HA))  to  support  the  development  and  review  of 
plans  and  policies  for  DoD  health  manpower  programs. 

B.  APPLICABILITY 

The  provisions  of  this  Instruction  apply  to  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of 
Defense  (OSD)  and  its  field  activities,  the  Military  Departments,  and  the 
Organization  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  (hereafter  referred  to  collectively 
as  "DoD  Components"). 

C.  POLICY 

1.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Department  of  Defense  that  the  ASD(HA)  is  the 
program  manager  for  all  DoD  health  and  medical  resources. 

2.  The  DoD  policies,  principles,  and  criteria  for  establishing  information  . 
requirements  elaborated  in  reference  (b)  apply  to  this  Instruction.

D.  RESPONSIBILITIES 

1.  The  Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  (Health  Affairs)  (ASD(HA)),  or 
designee,  shall: 

a.  Serve  as  the  DoD  contact  point  for  official  DoD  information  on 
health  personnel/manpower. 

b.  Respond  to  requests  for  information  on  this  subject  from  the 
Congress ,  other  requestors ,  and  DoD  Components . 

c.  Design,  establish,  and  maintain  the  health  manpower  data  base 
compiled  from  information  reported  by  the  Military  Departments, 
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2.  The  Secretaries  of  the  Military  Departments  shall  provide  the  detailed 
data  required  by  this  Instruction  to  establish  and  maintain  the  health  manpower 
data  base. 

E.  PROCEDURES 


The  Military  Departments  shall: 

1.  Maintain  records  on  all  health  and  medical  personnel  (including  those 
entering  or  separating  from  active/reserve  duty)  in  both  the  active  component 
and  the  reserve  components,  in  sufficient  detail  to  ensure  that  required  data 
are  available. 


2.  Reproduce  copies  of  these  formats. 

3.  Submit  formats  in  duplicate  to  the  Director,  Manpower,  Personnel  and 
Training,  OASD(HA),  and  shall: 

a.  Adhere  to  the  following  frequencies  and  reporting  dates: 

Reporting  Frequency  Cutoff  Date  Due  Date 

Semiannual  March  31  May  15 

Annual  September  30  January  15 

b.  Send  completed  formats  to  the  address  provided  in  the  Instruction 
Sheet  (enclosure  1,  subsection  7). 

4.  Submit  only  formats  1,  5,  6,  7,  17,  22,  25,  36,  41,  42,  43,  44,  45,  47, 
48,  and  49  for  the  semiannual  report. 

NOTE:  This  reissued  Instruction  modifies  both  the  sequencing  and  numbering  of 
formats.  To  facilitate  continuity  and  coBsparability  with  previous  reports, 
data  systems,  and  the  like,  enclosure  2  provides  a  "map"  between  the  old  and 
newly  revised  formats. 

F.  INFORMATION  REQUIREMENTS 

The  reporting  requirements  of  this  Instruction  have  been  assigned  Reports 
Control  Symbol  DD-HA(SA&A)1589. 


G.  EFFECTIVE  DATE 


This  Instruction  is  effective  immediately.

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INSTRUCTION  SHEET  FOR  HEALTH  MANPOWER  FORMATS 


1.  The  health  manpower  report  formats  have  been  developed  after  a  thorough 
review  and  discussion  of  each  data  element.  Because  of  the  automation  used 
for  this  system,  none  of  these  data  elements  shall  be  changed  during  a  data 
submission  cycle.  The  only  allowable  addition  to  a  format  is  in  the  "Other" 
category,  when  an  item  does  not  fit  with  the  data  elements  already  established. 
Data  elements  shall  comply  with  DoD  5000. 12-M  (reference  (c)). 

2.  The  "As  Of"  date  should  be  in  the  form  of  YYMMDD  (reference  data  element 
DA-FA  of  reference  (c)),  and  reflect  the  appropriate  "Cutoff  Date"  in  paragraph 
E.3.a. 

3.  When  necessary,  explanatory  footnotes  accompany  formats  to  facilitate 
completion. 

4.  Formats  1-35  are  for  active  duty  military  (officer  and  enlisted)  and 
civilian  personnel.  Formats  36  -  51  are  for  reserve  component  personnel. 
Separate  formats  will  be  prepared  and  submitted  for  the  Reserve  and  Guard  and 
the  Component  indicated  on  each  format. 

5.  For  the  purposes  of  this  system,  actual  personnel  inventories  shall  be 
reported  in  reserve  component  data;  do  not  calculate  and  report  anticipated 
mobilization  yields . 

6.  To  further  delimit  data  elements,  a  glossary  of  terms  and  acronyms  follows: 

a.  Administrative  and  Management  Position.  Physicians  or  dentists  whose 
primary  responsibilities  are  the  administration  or  management  of  health  care 
operations.  Examples  include  commanders,  deputy  commanders,  facility  directors, 
HQ  staff  officers,  major  command  surgeons,  and  corps  surgeons. 

b.  AFHPSP.  Armed  Forces  Health  Professions  Scholarship  Program. 

c.  ANG.  Air  National  Guard. 

d.  Applicants .  The  total  number  of  applicants  by  specialty  or  corps; 
includes  inter-  and  intra-Service  transfers  and  recalls. 

e.  ARNG.  Army  National  Guard. 

f.  Budget  Authorization.  The  sum  of  "programmed  manning"  plus  the  "indi¬ 
viduals  account."  Programmed  manning  consists  of  spaces  in  the  prograimned 
manpower  structure  officially  authorized  to  be  filled.  The  term  "programmed 
manning"  is  synonymous  with:  Force  Structure  Allowance  (Army),  Distributable 
Billets  (Navy),  and  Force  Structure  Authorizations  (USAF) .  "Individuals 
account"  includes  transients,  trainees,  patients,  prisoners,  holdees,  and 
students;  personnel  not  filling  programmed  manpower  structure  spaces  but 
required  to  maintain  the  programmed  structure  at  100  percent  of  programmed 
manning . 


g.  Corps .  A  grouping  of  health  professionals. 
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h.  Direct  Accession.  A  member  of  the  medical  services  who  enters  the 
Uniformed  Services  without  prior  coomiitment  or  obligation;  a  volunteer.  Also 
includes  inter-  and  intra-Service  transfers  and  recalls. 

i.  Discipline .  Identifies  a  specific  Health  professional;  for  example, 
physician,  dentist,  optometrist,  veterinarian. 

j.  Duty  End  Strength  and  Duty  Specialty.  The  number  of  personnel  actually 
assigned  as  of  the  last  day  of  the  reporting  period,  stratified  by  the  specialty 
in  which  they  are  assigned  regardless  of  their  primary  specialty,  education, 
qualifications,  or  other  criteria.  For  example,  a  Family  Practitioner  utilized 
as  a  Flight  Surgeon  would  be  counted  for  duty  end  strength  or  duty  specialty 

as  a  Flight  Surgeon. 

k.  End  Strength.  The  number  of  personnel  actually  assigned  as  of  the 
last  day  of  the  reporting  period. 

l.  FMG.  Foreign  Medical  Graduate.  NOTE:  graduates  from  medical  schools 
in  Canada  and  Puerto  Rico  are  considered  American  medical  graduates  and  there¬ 
fore  are  not  FMGs. 

m.  FTE.  Full-time-equivalent.  Total  number  of  hours  of  work  performed 
by  all  part-time  employees,  divided  by  the  number  of  hours  (2087)  available  in 
the  work  year. 

n.  Gains .  The  number  of  personnel  entering  a  specified  discipline  during 
a  reporting  period;  includes  all  accessions  as  well  as  inter-  and  intra-Service 
transfers. 

o.  GDE.  Graduate  Dental  Education. 

p.  GDE-1 .  Dentists  in  their  first  year  of  Graduate  Dental  Education 
immediately  following  completion  of  dental  school. 

q.  GME.  Graduate  Medical  Education. 

r.  GME-1 .  Physicians  in  their  first  year  of  Graduate  Medical  Education. 
Includes  both  categorical  and  transitional  or  flexible  internships. 

s.  Goal .  The  number  of  direct  accessions/AFHPSP  selectees  the  Military 
Service  intends  to  enter  active  duty/the  reserve  component  (as  appropriate  to 
the  particular  format) . 

t.  IMA.  Individual  Mobilization  Augmentee. 

u.  ING.  Inactive  National  Guard. 

V.  IRR.  Individual  Ready  Reserve. 

w.  Length  of  Training.  The  normal  length  of  a  training  program,  including 
GME-1 . 

X.  Local/Foreign  Nationals.  Civilians  who  are  citizens  of  a  foreign  nation, 
employed  in  the  Military  Health  Services  System  located  outside  of  CONUS. 
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y.  Losses .  Personnel  released/retired  from  a  specified  discipline  during 
a  given  reporting  period;  includes  inter-  and  intra-Service  transfers. 

z.  Maximum  Program  Size.  The  maximum  aggregate  number  of  training 
positions  authorized  in  a  specific  training  program  in  a  given  year  (i.e.,  GME 
authorizations) . 

aa.  Minimum  Program  Size.  The  minimum  aggregate  number  of  training  positions 
necessary  tor  a  specific  training  program  to  maintain  accreditation. 

bb.  Non-Administrative  and  Non-Patient  Care  Positions.  Physicians  or 
dentists  whose  primary  duties  are  not  in  patient  care  nor  in  administration/ 
management.  Examples  include  professional  military  education,  faculty,  research 
and  development,  consultants  assigned  to  HQ  staffs,  project  managers,  review 
boards,  etc.  Specifically  excluded  are  physicians  assigned  to  patient  care 
facilities  in  the  specialties  of  pathology,  preventive  medicine,  occupational 
medicine,  radiology,  and  nuclear  medicine. 

cc.  Number  Declined.  Civilian  applicants  who,  following  selection,  chose 
not  to  accept  a  tendered  appointment. 

dd.  Number  Entered  Active/Reserve  Duty.  Those  selectees  who  actually  were 
appointed  and  entered  the  active  component,  a  reserve  component,  or  a  training 
program.  Also  includes  inter-  and  intra-Service  transfers  and  recalls. 

ee.  Nurse  Practitioner.  A  registered  nurse  who  is  prepared  through  a 
formal  organized  education  program  to  determine,  start,  or  alter  the  regimen 
of  medical  treatment  provided  to  a  patient,  either  on  a  routine  or  occasional 
basis,  in  the  specialties  of  obstetrics/gynecology,  pediatrics,  primary  care, 
and  family  practice. 

ff.  Other  GME.  Physicians  in  their  second  year  and  beyond  of  graduate 
medical  education;  includes  fellowships. 

gg.  Other  Nurses.  Includes  all  nurses  in  the  Nurse  Corps  not  otherwise 
specified  by  category  in  a  particular  format. 

hh.  Primary  Specialty.  The  specialty  for  which  an  individual  is  principally 
educated/technically  qualified,  irrespective  of  the  duty  specialty  to  which  he 
or  she  is  assigned. 

ii.  Recalls .  Reserve  component  members  who  voluntarily  request  to  enter 
active  duty. 

jj.  REFRAD.  Relief  From  Active  Duty. 

kk.  ROTC.  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps. 

11.  Selectees .  Accepted  applicants  who  have  been  tendered  appointments; 
also,  inter-  and  intra-Service  transfers  and  recalls. 

mm.  Service  Deferred  GME.  An  AFHPSP  graduate  whose  service  obligation  has 
been  •■'^ferred  pending  completion  of  a  Graduate  Medical  Education  Program  in  the 
civilian  sector.  This  GME  is  NOT  Military  Service-sponsored.

nn.  Service  Sponsored  GME/GDE.  A  physician  or  dentist  on  active  duty  who 
is  attending  a  GME  or  GDE  program  in  either  a  military  or  civilian  medical 
treatment  facility/institution. 

oo .  Service  Requirement 

(1)  Active  Duty.  The  number  of  personnel  needed  in  peacetime  to  meet 
wartime  requirements  before  the  reserve  component  assets  become  available. 
Requirements  may  also  include  additional  personnel  clearly  shown  to  ensure  the 
most  cost-effective  provision  of  health  services  to  eligible  beneficiaries. 
This  number  is  not  budget-constrained. 

(2)  Selected  Reserve.  The  number  of  personnel  in  the  Ready  Reserve 
designated  by  their  respective  Services  and  approved  by  the  Joint  Chiefs  of 
Staff  as  so  essential  to  initial  wartime  missions  that  they  have  priority  over 
all  other  reserves. 

pp.  Source.  The  procurement  program  from  which  an  individual  comes  into 
the  medical  sejrvices. 

qq.  Training.  Reflects  those  personnel  in  an  education  status  to  achieve 
specialty  qualification. 

rr.  USAFR.  United  States  Air  Force  Reserve. 

ss.  USAR.  United  States  Army  Reserve. 

tt.  ySNR.  United  States  Naval  Reserve. 

uu.  USUHS.  Uniformed  Services  University  of  the  Health  Sciences.

A.  RE ISSUANCE  AND  PURPOSE 

This  Instruction  reissues  reference  (a)  and  revises  the  system  of  recording 
and  reporting  selected  data  as  required  by  the  Office  of  the  Assistant  Secretary 
of  Defense  (Health  Affairs)  (OASD(HA))  to  support  the  development  and  review  of 
plans  and  policies  for  DoD  health  manpower  programs. 

B.  APPLICABILITY 

The  provisions  of  this  Instruction  apply  to  the  Office  of  the  Secretary 
of  Defense  (OSD)  and  its  field  activities,  the  Military  Departments,  and  the 
Organization  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  (hereafter  referred  to  collectively 
as  "DoD  Components"). 

C.  POLICY 


1.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Department  of  Defense  that  the  ASD(HA)  is  the 
program  manager  for  all  DoD  health  and  medical  resources. 

2.  The  DoD  policies,  principles,  and  criteria  for  establishing  information 
requirements  elaborated  in  reference  (b)  apply  to  this  Instruction. 

D.  RESPONSIBILITIES 

1.  The  Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  (Health  Affairs)  (ASD(HA)),  or 
designee,  shall: 

a.  Serve  as  the  DoD  contact  point  for  official  DoD  information  on 
health  personnel/manpower. 

b.  Respond  to  requests  for  information  on  this  subject  from  the 
Congress,  other  requestors,  and  DoD  Components. 

c.  Design,  establish,  and  maintain  the  health  manpower  data  base 
compiled  from  information  reported  by  the  Military  Departments. 
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2 .  The  Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  (Force  Management  and  Personnel) 
(ASD(FM&P))  shall  provide  general  manpower  management  policy,  guidance,  and 
instruction  to  the  DoD  components. 

3.  The  Secretaries  of  the  Military  Departments  shall  provide  the  detailed 
data  required  by  this  Instruction  to  establish  and  maintain  the  health  manpower 
data  base. 

E.  PROCEDURES 


The  Military  Departments  shall: 

1.  Maintain  records  on  all  health  and  medical  personnel  (including  those 
entering  or  separating  from  active/reserve  duty)  in  both  the  active  component 
and  the  reserve  components,  in  sufficient  detail  to  ensure  that  required  data 
are  available. 

2.  Reproduce  copies  of  these  formats. 

3.  Submit  formats  in  duplicate  to  the  Director,  Manpower,  Personnel  and 
Training,  OASD(HA),  and  shall; 

a.  Adhere  to  the  following  frequencies  and  reporting  dates; 

Reporting  Frequency  Cutoff  Date  Due  Date 

Semiannual  March  31  May  15 

Annual  September  30  January  15 

b.  Send  completed  formats  to  the  address  provided  in  the  Instruction 
Sheet  (enclosure  1,  subsection  7). 

4.  Submit  only  formats  1,  17,  25,  32,  33,  36,  44,  45,  48,  49,  50,  51,  52, 
and  53  for  the  semiannual  report. 

NOTE:  This  reissued  Instruction  modifies  both  the  sequencing  and  numbering  of 
formats.  To  facilitate  continuity  and  comparability  with  previous  reports, 
data  systems,  and  the  like,  enclosure  2  provides  a  "map"  between  the  old  and 
newly  revised  formats. 

F.  INFORMATION  REQUIREMENTS

A  registered  nurse  who  is  prepared  through  a 
formal  organized  education  program  to  determine,  start,  or  alter  the  regimen 
of  medical  treatment  provided  to  a  patient,  either  on  a  routine  or  occasional 
basis,  in  the  specialties  of  obstetrics/gynecology,  pediatrics,  primary  care, 
and  family  practice.
